HONG KONG 10 
HAVE NEW 
STYLE RICKSHAS 


{"Sunday Herald” Special) 


Hong Kong is going all 
modern once more, this 
time in the matter of rick- 
shaws. The existing heavy 
vehicles are to undergo a 
transformation and will ap- 
pear on the streets fitted 
with wire wheels and pneu- 
matic tyres, similar in pat- 
tern to those used in Shang- 
hai. 


Plans for the change-over are 
already far advanced, and the 
“Sunday Herald’ understands 
that the first replacements will be 
made on April 11, when 26 per 
cent, of the rickshaws now on the 
‘streets will be taken off and new 
vehicles already modernised tplac- 
ed into service. 

At present there are a number 
of rickshaws plying in the Mid- 
Levels mostly in the Caine Road 
district and others in the Peak 
District. These will be the first 
tu be changed over. 

Of the 487 rickshaws in Hong 
Kong and the 350 in Kowloon, a4 
quarter of these will be fitted al- 
most immediately with the new 
types, but the others will be 
changed gradually. 

This new type of rickshaw will 
udd greatly to the comfort of the 
passenger and will assist the 
puller in that it will be lighter. 
It will be less noiay and the wear 
and tear on the roads will be less,

Wut there are many diverse considerations

Separate Metering uf ¥lours.—The main

MMUNIQUE 
OUT TEST 


An expression of thanks to the residents of the 
Colony for the manner in which they res- 
ponded to official suggestions in the carry- 
ing out of the recent “black-out” experiment, 
is conveyed in an official communique issued 
yesterday which states: 


The following report of the Air 
Raids Precautions: Sub-Committee on 
the black out held on the 28th 
February is published for the bene- 
fit of the general public. It is felt 
that such a report would be of con- 
siderable interest to everyone and 
would act as an incentive to improve 
their offorts on futuré occasions. 
Col. Irwin, G.S.0.1, has already 
broadcast his impressions of the 
black out from observations from 
tho air, whereas ‘the following - ac- 
count is given by observers from 
points of vantage inthe Colony. 

Observations between 7 p.m, and 
8 pm, the first hour of the prac- 
tice, showed that many people made 
a praiseworthy effort to carry out 
tho object of the blackout. Many 
lights were visible in - the early 
stages but most of these were extin- 
guished before the hour of & It was 
interesting to note that one house 
on the Peak employed bluc lights ax 


their method against Ught vinibility, 


but this in itself was not_ effectual 
and further screening was found ne- 
cessary before the commencement of 
the black out. 


LIGHT SCREENS 


Experiments were. made in sereen- 
ing lights Sn buildings with black 
cotton cloth shades extending cigh- 
teen inches below the lamp. They 
proved to be effective. : 

It was probably noticed that’ the 
Naval Yard was clearly outlined by 
reflected light, but alterations were 
made Inter which effectually — killed 
the outline of- the camber. This was 
duo to the fact that the Naval Au- 
thoritiesy were experimenting. 

A visit'to the town between 10 and 
11 pm. showed that the Chinese 
shopkeepers = were — conscientiously 
complying with the rules and carry- 
ing on their business behind closed 
blinds or sereencd doors and windows.

If inhobitunts carry on in this 
same way, redoubling their present 
efforts, their adherence to all rules 
and regulations cannot fail to pro- 
duce a perfect example of what can 
be achieved under most trying and 
difficult circumstances. 


TRAFFIC IMPROVEMENT 


A_ vast improvement in regard to 
traffic was notleed and car owners 
are to be songratulated on the sereen- 
ing of their hendlights, although bet- 
ter results would have been obtained 
had those using headlights - followed 
the police instructions for the fitting 
of opaque discs. The Hong Kong 
Tramways Co, and Bus Co. on prv- 
vious occasions wero: rather inclined 
to outline the main arterics with a 
stroum. of light but on this occasion 
their vehicles woro much less no- 
theenble. 


Thero wan _o satisfactory Improve- 
ment in the Harbour. The ferries had 
emulated the Tramways and Bus 
Retrle eo in screening their ‘ights.

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PASTEURISATION POLICY 


FRY playing for safety in a limited and not. too flattering 

Sense of the term, the Government finds itsclf charged 
with a strange inconsistency of policy in the matter, of milk 
pasteurization which it will find difficult. to ‘justify. The public 
is entitled to mark its bewilderment when rigid by-laws are in- 
troduced for -control of a reconstituted mill product, including 


provisions for compulsory pasteurisation and special-type con-' 


tainers, when (a) the constituents measure up to such a high 
standard of purity as to render pastcurisation superfluous under 
normally hygienic producing conditions-and (b):when there is 
the laxity of inaction denoted by the shelving (for twelve 
months) of regulations for compulsory pasteurisation of raw 
milk supplies. In the one case, pasteurisation is demanded as 
an added precaution, although the Chairman’s most persuasive 
showing in support did not gu beyond the uninspiring comment 
that the Colony’s only existing “producers had elected to pase 
teurise of their own volition and presumably were of opinion 
that the process had a value. On the other hand, on an issue in 
which the Colony’s health is sharply concerned, the safety of 
the Colony’s natural milk supplies, there is evasion, the Chair- 
man having taken refuge in a point of order, in the position’ that 


only the by-laws affecting reconstituled milk-were under dis- 
cussion. 


Whether or not the logic 13 aceepted, the answer, of . 


course, is that the natural milk problem has Jong been with us, 
and that the appearance of reconstituted milk upon the market 
for the first time has furnished another opportunity for Govern- 
ment to demonstrate the notorious inability of Governments to 
deal with first things first. The result has been most unfortun- 
ate. Social workers who saw in reconstituted milk possibilities 
of a welcome cheapness, simplifying the task of tackling mal- 
nutrition among the. poorer classes of the community, have not 
failed to take note of requirements in the by-laws which, while 
not specifically banning rivals to existing companies, rules them 
out for all practical purposes. The accusation naturally follows 
that legislation has been prompted by a desire to protect exist- 
ing vested interests. We do not, for a moment, believe this to be 
true. It is easier and more intelligent to credit Government with 
the highest of motives, a desire to protect public health. For 
a certainty, without by-laws, both companies would soon have 
found themselves faced with a score of .imitators. Equally 
certain is it, too, that unless produced under assuredly hygienic 
conditions, reconstituted milk would be potentionally a gravo 
menace to public health. A moment's contemplation of the 
weaknesses of compradores, for instance, i3 ‘enough to reveal 
how imperative was official action towards rigid control. -

annually at the rate of £500 per 
year. But if 1 wero to do this I 
would be, to put it politely, a 
parasite, (How many of us aren't 
to some extent?) steling the 
wealth of the community, Yet that 
1s exactly what the Banka arc— 
massive parasites stenling the 
wealth, the real wealth from the 
community! And, they get away 
with it atill! 


LTHOUGH It may seem utter- 
ly Ironicnl to some of my 
renders that I should choore the 
above subject to write about 50 
soon aftor my departure from 
Hong Kong, 1 nevertheless bejieve 
myself justified in undertaking it 
because Iam peculjarly qualified 
to do so. I have certain very de- 
finito if unorthodox ideas about 
money and about its function, and 
from my repented fallures to put 
these fdenn into practice as an in- 
dividual, Iam convinced that there 
is something in them, | 
Very fow people know anything 
about moncy, what it is, why it is 
what it is, and how it could be 
made different. Moncy is so often 
regarded as an end, the alm and 
reward of work, that it has, for tho 
minds of many, a completely ficiti- 
tious value. For many reasons it 
han become so wrought into the 
fabric of human lives, that even 
our holjest and most spiritual cx- 
periences aro conditioned by it. 
For instance, it takes a great deal 
of real courage, (some people 
would call it madness) for 4 young 
man and woman to marry unless’ 
they knew themaclves to have a 
sufficient financial security. No 
matter how wonderful their hu- 
man love may be, no matter how 
J purely beautiful, it is doomed to 
unfulfllment unless they possess 
money, and what society considers 
to be enough money. You know 
how true that is. 


Fruit Of 
Genius Blighted 


It's also just as true that the 
world would be the richer in many 
ways, Including the scientific 
ways 80 dear to the heart of Pro- 

ifessor Middleton-Smith, if only 
certain men of genius had had 
enough moncy to direct, personal- 
ly, the development and use of 
their {nventions, How often the 
fruits of genius have been blight- 
ed through lack of money. 

These heart-breaking things 
will continue to happen until we 
each think out for ourselves the 
whole question of money. 

I remember having many discus- 
sions with Mr, Frederick Cope of 
the Hong Kong Review on this 
subject. His ideas, ure definitely 
sound but peculiarly involved, and 
hia plan to sort the moncy system 
very childishly optimistic concern- 
ing human nature, But on the first 
day ot my stay in London, 1 was 
presented with a pamphlet by o 
certain publisher and was asked 
to review it, It was entitled, 
“Money.” I read and re-read it, 
and found myself listening again 
to certain ideas with which Mr. 
Copo had made me familiar. 

I'll give you a brief account of 
the pamphlet here, because I be- 
Hieve it is utterly sound, and the 
remedy which it proposes for the 

money system, so inevitably the 
only one. : 


“IMaking And 
Robbing 


Most sensible people would 
lores that the, making of moncy, 
coinage and notes, should be a 
4 ytute prerogative. They. would also 
nyree that it should be consider- 
ed a crime for any- private in- 
dividual to make. money, in this 
sense, (It’s a2 human impossibility 
for an honest individuat to make 
it in the other senso, that’s why 
some of us aro driven to do. 
unconventional things to settle 
our bills), Yet, while agreeing to 
this’ idea, the majority of intelli- 
gent peoplo continue to permit 
private individuals to make 
money, and. not only to permit 
them, they even allow these 
makers of moncy to rob them into 

the bargain. How is it done? 
Apart from such an experionce 
as holders of Hong Kong moncy 
were subject to some two and a 
half years ago, which in my opin- 
jon was nothing but wholesale 
robbery; the regular process is 
just ax wicked. All the moncy, or 
vory nearly all of the money which 
British people uso, is not manu 
factured by tho state, but by pri- 
vate companies, ‘chiefly by the 
Bank of England (and Co. Un- 


Ini Banker's 
Hands 


But how did this system arise? 
It arose because human beings 
found it safer and more conveni- 
ent to cnrry around picces of 
paper than bags: of gotd and sil- 
ver. In the good old days moncy, 
that is tokens, were mostly in the 
form of precious metals. When 1 
wanted to pay you I carricd some 
of my hoard of preclous tokens to 
you, then I grew lazy and thought 
that if you wanted to be paid you 
could go to the goldsmith, who 
kept my money safcly'for me, and 
collect it yourself. Then you de- 
cided that you might os well do 
the same thing with the people 
you had to pay, 80 you sent a Iet- 
ter to them telling them to go to 
the goldsmith and collect the pre- 
cious tokens which I had told the 
goldsmith to giveto you. Then your 
creditors did the same things, and 
their creditors and their creditors, 
and go on and on until the present 
system of cheques and bank-drafts 
became established. 

Now all tho time we arc busy 
sending these cheques or drafts 
about tho actual token money is 
lying idle in the goldsmith’s 
hands, or as it Is to-day, in the 
banker’s hands. Now the sight of 
money is always a temptation to 
somo people and so that banker 
decided to use your money tokens 
and mine, he began to lend money, 
but In a particularly ingenious 
way, 60 that « bank loan is entire- 
ly different from a loan of money 
from uny.ordinary ‘person. 


Bank Loans 

Let us look at these bank loans. 
Let us suppose that the total 
amount of token moncy In tho cn- 
tire community is-£200,000, in the 
form of notes or coin. Tho banks 
are one bank (that’s really truc!)
